NOTIFICATION II 


RULES FOR THE PREVENTION OF MISUSE OF MEDICINAL AND TOILET 
PREPARATIONS INCLUDING ASAVAS AND ARISHTAS CONTAINING 

ALCOHOL AND INTOXICATING DRUGS. 
S.R.O. 218 /62. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 
and clause ( m ) of sub -section (2 ) of section 62 of the Prohibition Act, 
1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ), the Government of Kerala hereby make the 
following rules for the prevention of the use of medicinal and toilet 
preparations within the State of Kerala for any purpose other than 
medicinal or toilet and for the import, export and transport of such 
preparations, namely : 

RULES 
1. These rules may be called the Rules for the prevention of 
misuse and for the import, export and transport of Medicinal and 
Toilet preparations including Asavas and Arishtas containing alcohol 
and Intoxicating Drugs. 

These rules shall come into force with effect on and from the 15th 
August 1962 . 

2. In these rules , unless the context otherwise requires 

(a ) Act means the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII of 1950 ); 

(b ) alcohol means ethyl alcohol of any strength and purity 
having the chemical composition C , H , OH ; 

(c) " form " means a form appended to these rules ; 
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(d ) medicinal preparation includes all drugs which are a remedy 
or prescription prepared for internal or external use of human beings of 
animals and all substances intended to be used for , or in the treatment, 
mitigation or prevention of disease in human beings or animals under 
different systemsofmedicines, i.e., allopathic, ayurvedic, homoeopathic 
or any Indian systemsofmedicine; 

(e) "toilet preparation means any preparation which is intended 
for use in the toilet of the human body or in perfuming apparel of any 
description or any substance intended to cleanse, improve or alter the 
complexion , skin , hair or teeth and includes deodrants and perfumes; 

(f) intoxicating drug means any intoxicating drug as defined 
in sub -clauses (i), (ii) and ( iii) of clause (7 ) of section 7 of the Pro 
hibition Act, 1950 ; 

(g ) restricted preparation means every medicinal and toilet 
preparation containing alcohol or intoxicating drug which is capable 
ofbeing misused as ordinary alcoholic beverage, or spurious preparation ; 

(h ) unrestricted preparation means any medicinal or toilet 
preparation containing alcohol or intoxicating drug but other than a 
restricted preparation ; 

(i) spurious preparation means any toilet or medicinal pre 
paration containing alcoholor intoxicating drug declared as spurious 
by the Government under these rules; 

Schedule means the Schedule annexed to these rules ; 

(k ) Drugs Controller means the head of the Drugs Adminis 
tration in the State and includes such officer whom the State Govern 
ment may from time to time appoint as Drugs Controller . 

3. Nothing contained in these rules shall 

(a) affect the operation of the Medicinal and Toilet Prepara 
tions ( Excise Duties) Act, 1955 (Central Act 16 of 1955 ) , and the 
Medicinal and Toilet Preparations (Excise Duties) Rules, 1956 , or 

(b ) apply to medicinal and toilet preparations which are the 
Property of the Government of Kerala or the Government of India. 
Note: - The medicinal preparations supplied from the S. K. V. A. Co 

operative Pharmacy Ltd., Trichur, shall be treated as 

property of Government for the purposes of this rule . 
4. For the purposes of these rules medicinal and toilet prepara 
tions containing alcohol or intoxicating drugs are classified into two, 
namely, restricted preparations and unrestricted preparations according 
to the capability of each preparation being misused as ordinary 
alcoholic beverage or spurious preparation or not. A list of restricted 
preparations is given in the Schedule. All other preparations will be 
treated as unrestricted , unless otherwise declared by Government. 

5. The possession and sale ofsuch of those preparations classified 
as restricted preparations or spurious preparations shall be allowed only 
under license . 
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6. If any of the unrestricted preparations is found to be widely 
used as ordinary alcoholic beverage or spurious preparation or if any 
of the restricted item of preparation is later on found to be not capable 
of beingmisused as an alcoholic beverage or spurious preparation , 
Government , on the advice of the Drugs Controller and the Prohibi 
tion Commissioner, may declare such preparation as restricted or un . 
restricted as the case may be . 

If any manufacturer has any complaint on the classification of his 
preparation , he may represent the matter to the Prohibition Commis 
sioner together with two samples of the preparation in question of not 
less than 200 milli litres each and the recipe for the same. The Prohibi 
tion Commissioner may consider and dispose of the question in con 
sultation with the Drugs Controller and if necessary may refer the 
matter to the Government for issue of appropriate orders. Any new 
medicinal or toilet preparation which is manufactured after the 
Commencement of these rules shall be presumed as restricted prepara 
tion unless and until it is declared to the contrary by the Government. 
The Prohibition Commissioner in consultation with the Drugs Con 
troller shall report to the Government such instances of new prepara 
tions together with his recommendation for their classification . 

7. The possession and sale of all restricted items of preparations 
within the areas in which the Act is in force shall be covered by a 
license in form L issued by the Prohibition Commissioner subject to 
the conditions specified therein . Licence in form L shall be issued 
only to medical practitioners or druggists or chemists licenced under 
the Drugs Act, 1940 (Central Act 23 of 1940), and recognised by the 
Government of Kerala or the Central Government as competent 
authorities for dispensing these preparations to public. The Prohibition 
Commissioner may , if necessary , consult the Director of Health Ser. 
vices, the Drugs Controller or the Director of Indigenous Medicines as 
the case may be before the issue of a license. The application for a license 
in form L shall be made in Form A to the Prohibition Commissioner 
through the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the concerned division . 
Every license granted under this rule shall be valid for one year from 
the date of issue. In case any license holder desires to renew his license , 
he need apply only to the Assistant Excise Commissioner Form A 
at least one month prior to the date of expiry of the license and the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner shall be competent to renew a license 
issued by the Prohibition Commissioner. If, on any account, the Assis 
tant Excise Commissioner considers it notnecessary to renew the license, 
he may refer the matter with his own recomandation to the Prohi 
bition Commissioner and the Prohibition Commissioner shall decide 
whether the request for renewal may be allowed or rejected . 

8. A sale allowed by a license under these rules may be either 
wholesale or retail. 
Nole :-Sale to other holders of licenses for purpose of resale, sales to 

Medical Officers for supply to their patients, and sales to 
hospitals , dispensaries, maternity homes and other institutions 
mentioned in rule 11 shall be deemed to be wholesale sales 
and all others to be retail sales. 


9. In respect of each such sale the licensee shall issue a bill or in 
voice of sale, showing the nameand quantity of each preparation sold , 
and such bill or invoice shallbe deemed to be the permit for transport of 
the preparation from the seller s premises to the purchaser s premises. 
The licensee who issues the bill or invoice shall keep a carbon copy 
thereof in support of the accounts maintained by him . The quantity 
sold in wholesale at any time shall not exceed the quantity which the 
person or institution is authorised to possess at any one time under 
rule 12. 


10. No restricted preparation shall be sold in retail to a member of 
the public except under a medical prescription issued by a medical 
practitioner. The quantity sold on a prescription shall not exceed that 
prescribed in it. 

11. A license shall not benecessary for possession or use in hospitals 
or dispensaries of any restricted preparations by the following persons. 

(i) Medical Officers, Health Inspectors, Health Assistants , 
Public Health Nurses, Health Visitors, Midwives, etc. attached to 
hospitals dispensaries of the State Government or the CentralGov 
ernment or attached to Local Fund or Municipal Hospitals or dispen 
saries or attached to dispensaries subsidised by local authorities or the 
Government; 

( ii ) Officers of the Veterinary Department namely , Special 
Officers, Veterinary Surgeons, and Inspectors , Veterinary Stockmen 
and compounders and officers in charge of the Central Veterinary 
Stores . 
Note : - In this rule, the expression " Medical Officer" shall include the 

physicians attached to hospitals or dispensaries belonging to 
the State Government or the Central Government, where 
allopathic , homoeopathic , or Ayurvedic or any other Indian 

system ofmedicine is administered . 
12. No person shall possess any of the restricted preparations except 
on a medical prescription and in excess of the quantity entered in 
such prescription . Medical practitioners specified in the table below 
may possess at any one time for their professional use and for issue 
under prescriptions signed by them , restricted preparations up to the 
limits specified against them in the table.

If any such medical practitioner is in charge of an institution such 
as a hospital, dispensary or maternity home and if the quantity pres 
cribed above is not sufficient the Prohibition Commissioner may relax 
the limit and allow such quantity as may be appropriate in each case. 

13. The movement of the restricted preparations issued to the 
patients by hospitals and dispensaries and by licensees on the strength 
of the medical prescriptions given by medical officers, shall be free and 
unrestricted . The medical prescription possessed by the patients in 
the latter case will be sufficient to show the bona fides of the medicinal 
purpose for which the preparation has been issued to them . 

14. No medicinal or toilet preparation whether restricted , unrestric 
ted or spurious preparation , shall be imported into any area in this 
State where the Act is in force except under cover of an Import permit 
in Form M issued by the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the District 
to which import is made on application in Form B. Importmade from 
outside the State under the provisions of the Spirituous Preparations 
( Inter- State Trade and Commerce) Control Act, 1955 (Central Act 39 
of 1955) , shall be deemed to be an import duly made under this rule 
and the import license issued by the concerned authority of this State 
under the provisions thereof shall be taken as the import permit issued 
for the purposes of this rule. The consignment of medicinal and toilet 
preparations imported under this rule shall not be opened and taken 
into stock by the importer unless verified by the Excise Officer 
concerned . 

15. No medicinal or toilet preparation whether a restricted , unrestric 
ted or spurious preparation shall be exported from any area in the 
State where the Act is in force except under the cover of an export 
permit in Form N issued by the Asst. Excise Commissioner of the 
District from which the export is made on an application in Form C. 
Before the grant of an export permit to outside the State the exporter 
shall produce the import permit or a " no objection certificate from 
the Excise authorities of the State to which the export is to be made. 
Export made to places outside the State under the provisionsof the 
Spirituous Preparations (Inter-State Trade and Commerce) Contro 
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Act, 1955 ( CentralAct 39 of 1955) , shall be deemed to be an export 
duly made under this rule and the export licence issued thereunder by 
the concerned authority of this State shall taken as the export permit 
issued for the purpose of this rule . 

16. The movement of the above preparations from one place to 
another within a local area to which the Act applies will be free and 
unrestricted . But when the quantity taken is in excess of that permitted , 
to be possessed under rule 12 orwhen it involves the passing of goods 
through an intervening non - Prohibition area it shall be covered by a 
transport permit in form P issued by the Assistant Excise Commis 
sioner of the place of despatch for which application should be made 
in Form D to the concerned Assistant Excise Commissioner. 

17. No permit shall be necessary for bringing into any area where 
the Act is in force for possession and use in hospitals and dispensaries 
of any medicinal preparations by the following persons : 

i. Medical Officers, Health Inspectors, Health Assistants, 
Public Health Nurses, Health Visitors, Midwives etc., attached to 
hospitals or dispensaries of the State Government or the Central 
Government or attached to local fund or Municipal hospitals or 
dispensaries or attached to dispensaries subsidised by the local 
authorities or Government. 

ii. Officers of the Veterinary Department namely Special 
Officers, Veterinary Surgeon and Inspectors, Veterinary Stockmen , and 
Compounders and Officers in charge of Central Veterinary Stores. 
Note.- In this rule, the expression " Medical Officer" shall include the 

physicians attached to hospitals or dispensaries belonging to 
the State Government or the Central Government, where 
allopathic , homeopathic or Ayurvedic or any other Indian 

system ofmedicine is administered . 
18. True accounts of all transactions respect of the preparation 
shall be maintained by the license holders from day to day in Form E 
Copies of import, export and transport permits, indents received from 
purchasers and bills or invoices issued at the time of sale, shall be 
preserved in support of the accounts and produced for check or 
inspection whenever demanded by a competent officer . 

19. Any Excise Officer of and above the rank of an Inspector or 
any Police Officer of and above the rank of Sub -Inspector may in :pect 
the premises in which a dealer conducts his business in medicinal and 
toilet preparations and may require such dealer to furnish him with 
any information or to produce before him the stock of the restricted 
preparations and the accounts and other documents relating thereto for 
purpose of inspection, check or taking of samples of any medicinal and 
toilet preparations dealt with by such dealer. The licensee shall 
maintain an Inspection Note Book in Form F exclusively for the use 
of Inspecting Officers for the purpose.

2. True accounts of all transactions in respect of preparations shall 
be maintained by the licence holders from day to day in Form E. 
Copies of import export, and transport permits , indents received from 
purchasers and bills or invoices issued at the time of sale etc. shall be 
preserved in support of the accounts and produced for check or inspec 
tion whenever demanded by a competent officer. 

3. No privilege ofsupply or sale shall be sold , transferred or sub 
rented nor shall any agent be appointed for the management of any 
such privilege without the approval of the Prohibition Commissioner. 

4. An inspection note book in Form D below for inspecting officers 
to enter their remarks shall be maintained and be handed over on 
demand to any officer authorised by the Prohibition Commissioner to . 
receive it on a receipt being given therefor . 

5. A fee of Rs. 20 per annum shall be paid for each licence . 

6. The Prohibition Commissioner may for reasons to be recorded in 
writing revoke the licence at any time after giving the licensee fifteen 
days notice of such revocation . 

7. The formula or list of ingredients with percentage of each in 
gredient of themedicinal preparations kept for sale shall be displayed on 
the label or container.

- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of sub - section (2) of section 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950, (Act XÌIÍ 
of 1950) and in supersession of all previous rules on the subject, the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules for the disposal 
ofarticles confiscated under the said Act and of the proceeds thereof: 

1. When orders are received from a competent authority for the 
confiscation of anything seized or detained under the Act, it shall with 
all convenient despatch be sold or destroyed by the persons in charge 
thereof as the Officer adjudging the confiscation may direct. 

2. No sale of any perishable article ordered to be confiscated shall 
be postponed on account of preferring of an appeal against the order 
of confiscation . The sale of any animal or other thing ordered to be 
confiscated shall not be postponed on such account unless the owner 
thereof or his agent shall deposit with the officer ordering the confis 
cation such sum as such officer may consider sufficient for the keeping 
and the safe custody of such animal, or for the safe custody of such 
thing as the case may be , pending theresult of such appeal. If the 
order for confiscation is reverse on such appeal the owner shall be 
entitled to receive back the whole of the sum so deposited . 

3. If any order that any article be confiscated is reversed on 
appeal, such article, if it has not been sold before such reversal comes 
to the knowledge of the officer - in - charge thereof, or if it has been sold , 
the sale proceeds thereof, shall be dealt with under rules 4 to 7 inclus 
sive. 

4. Things ordered to be released or the proceeds thereof, if they 
have been sold , shall at once be given up for paid as the case may be, 
by the person in charge thereof to the owner or to his agent. 

5. Should no one appear to receive a thing ordered to be released 
or the proceeds of the sale thereof, the person in charge thereof shall 
do his best to give notice to the owner of the order of release , and shall 
also cause a notice of such order to be affixed in the village where the 
seizure of the thing was effected , in the office of the Tahsildar of the 
Taluk , and in the nearest Police Station to such village. 

6. If within two calendar months from the date of the notice, 
no person entitled to receive a thing ordered to be released claims the 
sameor pays all charges incurred on its keeping and safe custody after 
the date on which the order for its release was notified as here- in -before 
directed , it shall be sold ; the amount of all charges so incurred shall 
be credited to General Revenue and the net proceeds shall be placed 
in deposit. The same course shall be followed with reference to 
the proceeds of a thing ordered to be released which has been sold 
before the receipt of the order of release . 

7. If no person shall appear to receive the sum so placed in 
deposit , during a further period of two calendar months, it shall be 
credited to GenaralRevenue .

APPEALS 


S. R. O. 232 /62. - In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(i) of sub-section 2 of section 62 of the Prohibition Act, 1950 (Act XIII 
of 1950) , and in supersession of all previous rules on the subject, the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules to regulate 
appeals against and revision of orders passed under the said Act or 
under any rule made thereunder : 


1. Appeal to the Prohibition Commissioner. -An appeal shall lie to the 
Prohibition Commissioner from any original order passed by any 
Prohibition Officer or any officer subordinate to him . 

2. Appeal to Government.-- An appeal shall lie to the Government 
from any order passed by the Prohibition Commissioner whether on 
appeal or otherwise : 

provided that where it is specially provided by rule that the deci 
sion of the Prohibition Commissioner shall be final, no further appeal 
shall lie . 

3. Limitation -Save as otherwise provided in any other rule 
made under the Act, every memorandum of appeal shall be 
presented : 

(i) in the case of an appeal to the Prohibition Commissioner 
within one inonth from the date of receipt of the order appealed 
against ; and 

( ii ) in the case of an appeal to the Government within two 
months from the date of receipt of the order appealed against. 

Explanation . - In computing the period of limitation , the time 
requisite for obtaining copies of the necessary documents shall be 
excluded. 

4 : The authorities in whom appellate powers are vested by 
these rules, other than the Government, may also exercise these powers 
by way of revision whenever they consider it necessary to do so .
